Mr. Granvitte Siarr, certainly one of.

It is unfortunate ,that, we have nothing else 
to tax but trade, No one stays here any longer 
than he can possibly: help, soon ag he has 
done his trading he goes away, and very seldom 
does' he leave his, funds invested in, property 


here, I therefore’ venture to say that ‘the taxcs 


-of Hongkong are essentially taxes on tride. 


‘The trade of the colony is darried on principilly 
in, steamers, of which we have some 2,500,000 
tons annually arriving here, The amount of 
tannage of sailing vessels is pow comparatively 
very ‘insignificant. The tax which a steamer 
calling here pays—I speak under correction as I 
am not quite av fait in such mattere—bu I 
reckon that the tax which a steamer like the 
Coptic pays for light dues, which is the only tax: 
she pays, is onc forticth ofone per cent. ofher 
value, The tax which the Powan pays on her 
150 trips a year, $1.000, Is perhaps a tax of 
some one per cent, on-the value of the steamer, 
and one filth or. one sixth of one.per cent, onthe: 
capital of the conipany. ‘Therefore the tax tipon 
steamers for light dues amountsinthe caseofthose 
steamers which make the fewest trips to some- 
thing like one forticth of one per cent, and ‘inthe 
highest and most unreasonable case—(for surely 
something. might be done to reduce the tax onthe 
Powan)—to one fifth of one per cent. upon the 
capital of the company. . Those steamers which 
arrive some 20 or 25 times in the year would pay 
aboutthe same amount, or one fifth part fone per 
cent. upon their value. Nowthe only other taxcs 
wehave are assessed taxes and thé Crown rent. 
What do our assessed taxes and the Crown tent 
amount to on the property invested in Hongkong? 
They amount to from two to five per. cent, per 
annum, On well situated property they amount to 
two per cent. and on properly to the eastwarl— 
in reference to the disabilities of which our chalr- 
man has so suitably ‘spoken—taxes fn many 
r annum,

nics, by raising a moderate loan for public works 
of a permanent character, the whole burden of 
which cannot be fairly cast upon the present 
generation.” I believe that Hongkong is the only 
community of importance in the world which is 
absolutely without public debt. I am, myself, 
in favour of a loan of the character to which] 
have referred; but this is a question which must 
be decided by the Legislative Council, with the 
sanction of the Imperial Government.

Now the Light 
Dues and Junk Licenses together produce ant 
annual revenue of about $42,000; and it is to be,

+Again, it should be ‘remarked that the Light’ 
Dues at Hongkong are only 1, cent. per ton of 
the shipping: whereas at Singapore, which is 
also a Free Post, they amdunt to thd. er ton, 
fe, three times as much as here. At Mauritius 
and other Colonies these dues appear to be still 
higher than at Singapore. It should be remem- 
bered,' moreover, that the Colony of Hongkong 
appears to pay in aggregate taxation Icss_ per 
head of its population than any other British 
Colony of importance. Mca 3 
I refrain from going further into details at the 
Present moment. It is, obvious that after the 
decision of the Imperial Government referred to 
above, the Governor would. not be justified in 
taking steps towards the reduction of taxation, 
‘without previous authority-from home, even if 
he were more convinced than I can confess my-- 
selfto be, that such a reduction, howeverdesirable 
and logical in itself, is just now within the scope 
of practical politics.

| MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS IN 
an - 2LUNNAN, 
JA FRENCH PRIEST KILLED. :

I have just arrived in Yiinnan Fu, having | 


completed the whole journcy from the capital of 
Shanst'in four months andahalf, Shocking 
news has met me here. There has been a fear- 
ful massacre of Christians within the furisdic- 
tlon ‘of Lung-kang-Hsien, few days journey 
west of Ta-li Fu. A-young French -pricst and: 
some scores. of native converts have, I am as- 
sured, fallen victims to'the fury of the mob, and 
all houses belonging to Christians betweon Lung- 
kang and Tali’ have been destroyed by fire, It 
-icems that’ for along time great animosity has 
beer’ manifesied against the native churches, 
and treats Have been made-to slay. all Chris- 
tins and destroy all their: property. Matters 
came to a crisisabout thirteen days ago—! am 
not sure of the date,-for I have just arrived 
—when ‘a mob of two. hundred: persons 
attacked and murdered the Rev.’ Father Ter- 
rasse and seven Christians who were with him. 
‘The rioters then pursued their course of destruc-, 
tlon, their numbers increasing as they went slong 
butchering every.convert ‘they met, .and firing 
all.property owned by Christians all’ along the 
five or six days! Journey ‘to Ta-li Fu, where the 
trouble happily stopped. My informant says 
that the Christians defended themselves in some 
places so vigorously that thelr assailants were 
forced to desist from further outrage. 


Yiinnan Fu isin a terrible state of excitement, 
and I am told that another massacre was appre- 
hended' yesterday ; but the.ill-ferling was for- 
fase’. ‘smothered by the authorities, who will 
‘probably take the proper means for arresting the 
instigators of the outrage who aresaid to be well 
known. . The affair is'not likely to cement the
